pbe donied that the Koreans aro treated with. 
groat brutality by tho lowor classes of Japanese. 
Tho latter aro allowed to travel anywhere in 
} Korea withont being snbjest to any recognised 
authority. They are too far from their own 
consuls to be held in check, and if tho Korean 
authorities attempt to handle them these 
authorities themselves are likely to get into 
sorions difficulty. No one, least of al] Americans, 
con fall to sympathise with the Japancso in 
theic desire to causa the opening up of tho 
resources of Korea. . It is important both for 
Koren and for Japan ; but it is a great ity that, 
tho Koreans should be subjected to the trent- 
nent they now receive, which is sure to alienate 
the sympathy of outsiders. 

Dr. Morrison, the Peking correspondent of 
tho Zines, os the result of a flying visit to 
Korea, has arrived at a very different opinion. 
On April 24th, aftor spandiog a week or two in 
the peninsula, he delivered himself ont of the 
fulness of his heart as follows :— 

“Wonderful is the spectacle now being wit- 
nogsed of tho transformation of Korea. Reforms 
already effected are remarkable, and an unmixed 
Tenefit to the people, but they aro causing: 
dismay to the Emperor aud bis corrupt Court 
of eunuche, sooth sayors, 
foreign parasites. Tho Emperor has suffered 
a cenol disillusion, but he.is still hoping for the 
ultimate anecess of Russin, the Powor which 
has fosterad the worst intiuences of his barbaric 
reign, and he maintains communication wits 
Count Lamsdorff through Yo Sai Kuen, 
formerly acting Forsign Minister and now 
attache to M. Parloff at Shanghai. 

During my.vieit I have. heard nothing but 
praise of the Japanese troops, whos conduct is 
described as exemplary. The Japanese arc pay- 
ing liberally for everything, and have spent 
jmmense sims in the country, Never before 
hare the peoplo earned such wages. It is 
ostimated that ntresdy 60,000 civilians havo 
come, and thoy are arriving daily. There is 
practically au nninterrupted chain of Japanese 
settlements from Fusan in the south to the 
Yalu inthonorth. Railway construction shows 
remarkable oxtension, With the excsption of 
one bridge at Anju, there is now complete 
railway communication from Fuasn to 
Yalu. Tho Scoul-Fueon Railway, with its 
‘276 miles of sclid pormanent way, is already 
paying working exponses, though it is not 
yet formally apon, Lhe Seoul-Yolu Railway, 
300 miles in length, has. been entirely ‘con- 
stracted by the military since April of last 
year, and all the trestle bridges will latter be 
changed into permanent structures, A branch 
iz also under construction to Masampo, while 
avother trunk line is about to -bo constructed 
across the peninenla from Seoul to Gensan and 
the Tomen river. All the railwoys are ef 
standard gauge. Simultaneously extensive 
reclamation of land and harbour improvements 
ere in. progress at Chemulpo and Fusan, 
while.the work of lighthouse construction by 
the Customs continues without interruption. 
Order -is preserved with tho smallest pos- 
gible evidence of force, the mers handful 
of gendarmerie policing the railway contrasting 
strangely with the large bodies of frontier 
goards which Russia needed t) protect the 
railways in Manchuria, where the people were 
set ot enmity by the harsh treatment. from 
which thoy suffered. 

Moat of the foreign so-called adviserg have 
left or are leaving the country on the termina- 
tion of their contracts, and im nearly all cases 
they aro succeoded by Japanese whoso advice 
can beenforeed, ‘I'he most difficult post of all,

Mr, Justice Bargrave Deane refused 
their application, ordered it tobe treated as the 
trial of the action, and gavo judgment for the 
captain for the full amount claimed with 
costs, The owners again applied to the 
judge to roview his decision, which he “refused 
to.do, and dismissed their second application. 
“the Merchant Shipping Act provides that 
a foaman in a similar position must’ be paid 
wages up tothe date of final settlement, but a 
master has been held to be nots seaman within 
the moaning of the Act. Therofore the Guild 
solicitors, in justice tothe shipmastor, decided 
to include in the Bilt of Costs a daily 
gubsistence allowances up to the time of 
settlement to enab!e the Captain to appear 
a3 a witness on his own bspalf. In casa 
this was not granted; the Gnild determined 
for ths Dbonelit of the profession tha 
represented to carry tho caso to the High 
Court. “Tho pwners objected to payment 
of the item montione!, but, after an adjourned 
hearing, the Registrar ot tho Amiralty Conrt 
in Liverpool considered it a reasonable charge, 
and the sum, amounting to thiry-three pounds 
was allowed, The owners have now paid this 
amount plus full wages and cosis.
